The people in the upper part of
Bath sounty, Va., are in a state of
wild excitement over a wertes of
pitched battles which have been going
on in that ecounty between armod
bodies of countrymen and a surveying
Blrty headed by Capta, Campbell,

trong and Barrott. About a year

o Gen. Benjamin F. Butler, of

assnchusotta, gained possession of
an immeonsa tract of land known an
the Wilson wsurvey. The land in-
cludes severnl thousand acres streteh.
ing across Bath county, Va., to
Lilliea' Mill, beyond the border of
Weat Virgimia,. Much of it embraces
motintain fastnesses which havo boen
the stronghold of illicit distillera, and
bands of thosa daring men, who, after
the war, boanted that they would
never surrender, retired to the almost
impregnable abodes, where they led
a wild and indepondent life, enjoying
the ooceasional exciting akirmishes
which were foreed upon them by the
revenuo forces. The Wilson survey,
which Gen, Butler has gotten hold of,
i larger than a German principality,
and embraces mome splendid land.
During the latter part of last month
he began to pay some attention to the
property, and sent a full corps of aur.
veyors to divide it. The party, about
twenty strong, began their task early
last week and procecded for several
days without molestation until they
reached the vicinity of Dillin's mill,
when their presence began to atiract
the attention of some of the deer
hunters in that section. When the
objeot of the survey was known, and
when it leaked out that Gen, Butler
was ondeavoring to perfect arrange-
ments and got

the excitement became intense, and
the intelligence spread from cabin to
cabin. The hardy mountaineers and
farmars began to gather together very
rapidly, all armed and ¥y to reaist
what they contended was an invasion
of their rightful domain by & general
against whom many of them had once
fought, and for whom few of them

any love. Law or no law, they
determined to resist the surveying
party., Messengers wero sent to (i‘pt.
OCampboll with the information that
he and his party must clear out or
the place would be made too hot for
them. The surveyors, who were well
armed, took no notice of what they
regarded asidle threats and continued
their survey, but at the same time
notified the hostile parties that it
would be well for them to attend to
their own business. The mountain-
eors and others then began to get
ready for a fight, Wedneadaya com-
pany of about fifteen of them, well
armed with double-barreled shotguns,
attacked the surveying party. Camp-
bell and his companions, however,
were well prepared tor them, and, ans
soon as they came in sight, warned
them to come no nearer. As the pur-
veying eamp at this time ocoupied a
commanding position on the moun-
tain side, and their force was larger
than the attacking party, the latter
withdrew for reinﬁ;rwmunu. Their
force was recruited rapidly, and yes-
terday they again moved on the sur-
veying party with a force of seventy-
five men, their ery being: ‘‘Down
with Ben Butler's land sharka,”

of their approach, but did not retreat
at that tﬁhnfeih“ they believed that ;l:;
strongth of the attacking part
been exsggerated. They, hm’mmr,
took th:uﬂmution to.intrench them-
selyes in their position. Yester-
day at 12 o'clock the twg parties met,
and a sharp en ment " enkued, over
100 shots being fired ina few minutes,
It was a kiad of Indian warfare, the
besiegera’ force being scattered and
keeping behind the trocs, The sur-
veyors held their oamp behind a na-
tural fort of boulders, and for a time
prevented their sssailanta from gain-
ing on them, Three of the moun-
taineers were wounded in the engage-
gont. Ten of gha mnil;ntl were
en sent out, and managed to creep
through the undergrowth until they
obtained . a position higher up the
mountain side behind the surveyors
and thon they had an unobstrue
range at them. The surveyors were
surrounded, for when the skirmishers
behiud them began to pour shot down
on them they had to throw themselves
on their faces thus uncovering their
front, and giving their assail-
ants tume to charge up to their
fortress. This was done, with a tri-
umph yelling of “Oharge 'em boys!"
Oun'ﬁbell had time to raise his white
handkerchief on the end of his ram-
rod as a sign of surrender, and so
saved the lives of many of his party,
The camp was at ounce taken posses-
sion of, and, although the party of
Virginians and Weat Virginians which
composed the victorious fos were ex-
cited, they offered no violence to their
prisoners. They simply warned
them to lepve the country, und noti.
fied them not to come k unless
they wanted tar, feathers and brim.
atone. Partioulars just received here
are to the effect that seven of the
combatants were wounded in the
skirmish, but it is believed nene were
y hurt. The surveyors at once
beat a hasty retreap and are now on
their way to this ; having
I‘? all ‘idea, it is  understood, of
tempting to continue the survey.
The people in this section are much
excited, and insist that they will not
submit to what they term ‘‘Ben But-
lor's lanb-grab.” @Gon. Dutler, it is
understood, has a clear titly to the
yast traot, but he will have trouble in
a&ﬁns it. The civil authorities may
e appealed to, and posmbly the Vir-
ginis and West Virginia volunteers
ealled out to aid the aurveyors in
completing their survey it nocessary.

beat with aticks, whilst a few yards

of fifty or more squaws, formed iu

single file, are dancing in a circle
around a tent, kesping time with the
munio, and chanting in & weird, dismal
monotone. In turn, ench of the young
men springs to hia feet, and rushing to
a oamp fire, over which are suspended
large pots, plunges in his naked arm,
and draws forth & piece of meat from
the sesthing, bubbling, boiling water.
These performances are repeated at
intervals until noon, when an hour is
taken for dinner, consisting, for the
participanta in the dance,of dog-meat,
this repulsive food being regarded by
the Indians ma the greateat delicacy
afforded by their cuisine. Interest ia
increasad when, at 1 o'clock, the mul.
titude remssembles, and the grand
conolusion of the Omaha Dance s be.
gun, In rapid succession more than
a hundred braves bound through the
crowd into “the open. Kach wears &
breech-clout and a head dress of gaudy
colors, and their sinewy, lissome bod-
ien, otherwise naked, are painted,
some with allogorioal piotures, sug-
goating battle and murder, others
with fo a encirolod by stripes, and
rough drawing of snakes, lizards and
doath's-heads in blue, black, yellow
and red covering their arms, black
and breasts, whilst to the untamed,
wild benst expression of their eyes
tenfold ferocity is added by the bright
vermillion with which their faces are
streaked. Every warrior has either
gun, bow or war olub, and many wear
shining breastplates and armlets or
aukleta of brass, with jingling bells
attached, The braves are then form-
ed in a circle, about fifty feet in diam-
eter, in the ventre of which are the
drum and drummers, and at
the wsignal all commence danc-
ing, some with the lightness and
grace of a ball-room swell, others
twisting their bodies into grotesque
shapes, keeping time the while to the
pounding of the dram, and uniting
their strident voices in a frightful
medley of sound, like, more than any-
thing else, the yelping chorus of a
thousand curs. Outside, four gorge-
ously dressed braves, mounted on
ponies panted and richly caparisoned,
form a guard of honor sround the
dancers.

Meanwhile, toward the drum and

back, again and again, the latter go,

their motions each moment growing

more rapid snd furious, and the cho.

rus louder and harsher, till, worn out

with the violent exertion, they drop

out of the ring vne by one and seat

themsalves cross-legzed in their re-

spective places. The beating of the

drum has now ceasrd, and those war-

riors who have won renown in battle

successively rise to their feet, and, in

fow and dignified words, boast of their

cunuing in council and exploits in

war, When these interesting and

modesat nutobiographies have been

concluded, and the breasta of the

young men fired with a noble desire
to imitate the deeds of men so heroio,

the dance is agnin begun, and when
at its height an Indian boy of fourteen,
riding a beautiful pony, pushes rude-
ly into the circle, and is at once sur-
rounded by the excited and noisy
dancers, They dance and yell around
the horse and rider, grasping the
formor as he rears nnd plunges by the
mane and tail and bridle, until the
boy, seemingly anxious to leave the
surging crowd, makes a pretence of
escaping. When near the outer edge
of the dancers a visiting Indian shoots
au arrow into his thigh, Whereupon
the youth, turning ‘in apparent fury

strike the assailant with » stick, and
then dismounting, turns the pony
loose, to he caught by the squaws and
handed over to the visitor, whose
property he row is. The boy is then
